and in the effects and results of 
the geograhpical environment. 


Without an understanding of 


geographic factors, history 
may 


become merely a string of unex- 
plained, or personal episodes, In- 
teresting 
very much so, even 


dramatic, but facts without mean- 
Ing.Just think of it, only a little 
over 400 years ago since America 
was discovered by white man. Plow 
can wa account for the fact that 
this country with all Its vast op- 
portunities lay here for so many 
centuries undiscovered and unex- 
plored by white man? Perhaps it 
is more 
difficult to understand 


\vhy it was discovered at all. Both 
questions though ars easily under- 
stood when we know the geo- 
graphical facts 
- As long as white man's needs 
were supplied from known sources 
there was no attempt made to 
hunt for new sources. But when 
certain needs of white man or the 
people of Europe were shut off 
because the usual source could no 
longer be reached, interest in new 
ways "to reach those sources be- 
came aroused Because the Turks 
had captured and controlled all the 
trade routes to India, Europeans 
became interested in finding a new 
way to that country. This led to 
the discovery of America by Co- 
lumbus 
So the 
discovery of 


America caused by geographical 
conditions modified by a social in- 
fluence- 
The whole trend of American 


history during the 
periods of 


settlement and colonization 
was 


greatly modified by geographical 
conditions The location of the 
Canary Islands and the trade 
winds caused Columbus to take 
the directions he did. This led to 
the colonizing and exploring of the 
southern section of the continent 
by Spain. This and other geo- 
graphical 
conditions 
led 
the 


French to explore the northern 
part of the continent in search of 
a northwest passage to the Pacif- 
ic Ocsan So when the English 
became ready to settle in this 
countrv 
they 
were 
forced 
to 


settle the narrow strip of Atlantic
